Satellite Rocketed 
Around The Sun 
CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
—Spacecraft Pioneer 9 today 
rocketed into orbit around the 
sun as a lonely, far-out sentry 
to warn of solar radiation 
storms that cuuld endanger as­ 
tronauts on the moon. 
The three-stage Delta rocket 
also hurled Into earth orbit a 
40-pound communications satel­ 
lite that will be used as a prac­ 
tice target for the 18 stations in 
American's 
global 
man-in- 
space tracking network. 
The rocket brilliantly illumi­ 
nated the early morning dark­ 
ness as it blazed upwards at 
4:45 a.m. with its double pay- 
laod. 
Twenty .vive minutes later the

Wave Of Bombers Raid 
Enemy Camps On Border 


SAIGON (AP) -Waves of B52 
bombers raided enemy base 
camps along the Cambodian 
border today, hitting an area 
northwest of Saigon where the 
South Vietnamese commander 
said the enemy has massed 
some 60,000 troops for a “ to­ 
tal attack.” 
Fifty of the eight-jet bombers 
dropped 1,500 tons of explos­ 
ives on troop concentrations, 
base camps, infiltration corri­ 
dors and supply depots In eight 
missions between noon Thurs­ 
day and noon today, the U. S. 
Command said. 
The B52s bombed about 60 
miles north-northwest of Sai­ 
gon, five miles from the Cam­ 
bodian border. The area is in 
War Zone C, a longtime Viet 
Cong stronghold. 


Military spokesmen said that 
infantrymen following up B52 
strikes Tuesday 35 miles west 
of Saigon found about 200 enemy 
fortifications were destroyed by 
the Stratofortresses. 
Crews returning from two 
raids along the Cambodian bor - 
der Thursday night reported 
their bombs set off 49 secondary 
explosions, indicating massive 
stockpiles. 
Earlier today, Lt. Gen. De 
Cao Tri, commander of the 3rd 
Corps area that s t r e t c h e s 
through Saigon to the Cambo­ 
dian border, said the Commu­ 
nist command was preparing to 
launch an all-out attack in his 
area. 
Trl told Vietnam Press, the 
government news agency , that 
according to intelligence docu- 


mula fur the peace talks: 
“ Each party would have only 
one delegation. Our side is the 
victim of aggression. We would 
have representatives oi the 
United States and, if necessary, 
other allied nations.” 
He said his government would

Satellite Rocketed 
Around The Sun 
CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
—Spacecraft Pioneer 9 today 
rocketed into orbit around the 
sun as a lonely, far-out sentry' 
to warn of solar radiation 
stox m¡> that could endanger as­ 
tronauts on toe moon. 
The three-stage Delta rocket 
also hurled into earth orbit a 
40-pound communications satel­ 
lite that will be used as a prac­ 
tice target for the 18 stations in 
American's 
global 
man-i* 
space tracking network. 
The rocket brilliantly illumi­ 
nated the early morning dark­ 
ness as it blazed upwards at 
4:43 a.m. with Its double pay- 
laod. 
Twenty-vive minutes later the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration reported that 
the communications 
satellite 
had been kicked into an orbit 
more than 200 miles high and 
that Pioneer 9 was in orbit 
about the sun. 
Officials said several hours 
will be required to determine 
the probe's precise path. 
Pioneer 9 was aimed toward 
an elliptical solar orbit from 70 


million to 93 imliionuj lies from 
the sun's searing surface. On 
this path it would take 293 days 
to complete each orbit. 
The sun-orbiter carried eight 
experiments 
to record and 
transmit Information about the 
solar wind, cosmic rays, cos­ 
mic dust and electric and mag­ 
netic fields as it zipped on its 
lonesome journey. 


Three earlier Pioneer—6, 7 
and 8—still are operating as 
they circle the sun on widely- 
spaced paths. The combination 
of the four probes should give 
physicists the broadest picture 
yet of conditions In interplane­ 
tary space. 


A major assignment is to 
provide advance warning of 
radiation that could spill into 
space from solar flares and 
threaten 
a 
man-to-the-moon 
mission. 
The sun presently is entering 
the most active period of its 11- 
year flare cycle and will reach 
peak activity next year when 
American astronauts hope to 
land on the moon.

SAIGON (AP) -Waves of B52 
bombers raided enemy base 
camps along the Cambodian 
border today, hitting an area 
northwest of Saigon where the 
South Vietnamese commander 
said the enemy has massed 
some 60,000 troops for a “ to­ 
tal attack.” 
Fifty of the eight-jet bombers 
dropped 1,500 tons of explos­ 
ives on troop concentrations, 
base camps, Infiltration corri­ 
dors and supply depots in eight 
missions between noon Thurs­ 
day and noon today, the U. S. 
Command said. 
The B52s bombed about 60 
miles north-northwest of Sai­ 
gon, five miles from the Cam­ 
bodian border. The area is in 
War Zone C, a longtime Viet 
Cong stronghold. 


Military spokesmen said that 
infantrymen following up B52 
strikes Tuesday 35 miles west 
of Saigon found about 200 enemy 
fortifications were destroyed by 
the Stratofortresses. 
Crews returning from two 
raids along the Cambodian bor - 
der Thursday night reported 
their bombs set off 49 secondary 
explosions, indicating massive 
stockpiles. 
Earlier today, Lt. Gen. De 
Cao Tri, commander of the 3rd 
Corps area that s t r e t c h e s 
through Saigon to the Cambo­ 
dian border, said the Commu­ 
nist command was preparing to 
launch an all-out attack in his 
area. 
Tri told Vietnam Press, the 
government news agency , that 
according to intelligence docu­ 


ments, the enemy is planning a 
“ total attack” instead of an at­ 
tempt to occupy some of the 
provinces in the border area. 
There was no immediate com­ 
ment from UJS. intelligence of­ 
ficers, but Tri's estimate of 
60,000 enemy troops in the 
border area appeared to conflict 
with recent U.5L estimates of 
about 35,000 troops in the en­ 
tire 3rd Corps area. 
The South Vietnamese govern­ 
ment said three days ago that 
an enemy document captured 
by American troops contained 
orders from Hanoi to step up 
military and political activity 
all over South Vietnam after the 
United States stopped bombing 
North Vietnam a week ago.

KANSAS CITY, M o.(AP)-The 
fiberglass windows, eight of 
them ranked on an upper level 
and 18 below, look dull black on 
the outside, spilling a rainbow 
flood into the sanctuary. 
It’s a cheerful, springtime 
place. Red, green and purple 
strips hang from the high cell­ 
ing around the lights, and bright 
-lettered banners, made by a 
group of nuns, drape the walls 
between the 12 tall pillars. In 
the midst of this sprightly a r­ 
ray stands the altar. 
This is St. Mark’s church, a 
new and unprecedented phe­ 
nomenon in the religious spec­ 
trum of America. 
It began functioning here last 
weekend, the first officially ap­ 
proved , ecumenical church of 
its kind in the country, joining 
Protestants and Roman Cath­ 
olics in one congregation. 
"We re pioneering new direc­ 
tions, with many dimensions of 
importance to all Christen­ 
dom,’* said the Rev. David O. 
Shipley, a United Presbyterian 
clergyman 
and 
one of the 
church’s 
interdenominational 
team of four ministers. 
Sparked by the modern current 
of inter church concourse grow­ 
ing out of the conciliar move­ 
ment and the Second Vatican 
Council, the project began ger­ 
minating in 1966, and now af­ 
ter two years of preparation, 
it went into operation. 
It brings Christian unity out of 
the visionary sphere of upper 
echelon conferences, and en­ 
lists it in a specific, working 
arena of everyday life, on the 
local scene. 
"We hope the breezes fan out 
all over our land and bring to 
every community the kind of 
spirit 
and cooperation that 
has brought us into this ef­ 
fort,” says another of the min­ 
isters, the Rev. William A. 
Hayes, of the United Church of 
Christ (Congregationalists). 
With the approval of Kansas 
City’s Bishop Charles H. Helm - 
sing, Roman Catholicism is 
participating in the new church 
along with three other bodies, 
the Episcopal Church, United 
Presbyterian Church and the 
United Church. 
Other 
demonstrations may 
eventually become part of it, 
the planners say. 
The newly completed $400,000 
church building, a modernistic 
structure of sand-blasted con­ 
crete and steel, includes ex­ 
tensive facilities for recrea­ 
tion, teaching, drama, library, 
food service and offices, be­ 
sides the semicircular sanc­ 
tuary seating 300. 
Outside, apleasant, railed pla­ 
za, with tables for dining and 
talk, borders three sides of the 
church. In front, besides the 
stairs leading up to it, stands 
a 25-foot cross of heavy, rough 
wood. 
It faces out on rows of crowd­ 
ed high-rise tenements across 
the street, a low-income, mix­ 
ed, heavily Negro area where 
about 15,000 people of many re­ 
ligious backgrounds, or none, 
live within a six-block radius. 
"The basic certainty of St. 
Mark’s is that it is an all- 
out effort of the church to look 
for Christ where he is, in a spe­ 
cial and preferred way, namely 
among the poor,” says the Rev. 
Robert Ready, Catholic mem­ 
ber of the team. 
As 
worked out in planning 
stages, the interdenomination­ 
al congregation is to function as 
a unit, except for separate Sun­ 
day worship, a regular Mass 
for Catholics and a Protestant 
service, at different times. 
Otherwise, members are to 
function as one body of Christ­ 
ians, in religious education, 
youth programs, counselling, 
tutoring, nursery care, welfare 
work, bus pick-yp services, so­ 
cial action projects and hand­ 
ling job and housing place­ 
ment.

‘Honesty Is * * Pow er’ 


Honesty has always been rated high in many circles. Today young people in particular demand 
that everyone be really himself, avoid putting on an act, avoid being what they call “phony.” This 
attitude has strong support from Christ Jesus; he singled out hypocrisy, the pretense to be other 
than what one is, for severe censure. 
But honesty by itself is not enough; it needs tobe based on self-knowledge. Insistence on hon­ 
esty may produce compassionate and high-principled conduct; but what is often taken for honesty is 
a letting down of moral standards. By a perverse reasoning, based on a wrong notion of man’s na­ 
ture, it is sometimes argued that being honest, being oneself, includes rudeness, unkindness, and 
indulgence of the lower animal tendencies. True honesty requires as its base the correct idea of 
man s nature. 
John’s Gospel records of Christ Jesus that “ he knew what was in man” (John 2;25). The master 
distinguished between the true idea of man as the spiritual child of his heavenly Father and made in 
the Father’s image, and the notion of manas a fleshly, wayward mortal. Paul warned the Christians 
at Ephesus to “put off **the old man,” corrtqpt and deceitful, and to “put on the new man, which 
after God is created in righteousness and true holiness” (Ephesians 4:22, 24). 
In the present age, although language has now adopted a scientific vocabulary to make its distinc­ 
tions, these two opposite concepts of man still present themselves to human thought. Biology meas- 
sures all things by physical sense data; it describes man as a physical organism, operated by a 
physical brain— a highly developed animal subject to the whole range of animal compulsions. Most 
philosophers, theologians, and doctors admit that man has a nonphysical element, a soul or mind, 
but in varying degrees they regard this element as dependent on physicality for life and intelligence. 
Basic to Christian Science is the distinction between the concept of man as spiritual and the 
concept of man as physical; no possibility of almagam is admitted. Mary Baker Eddy, the Discov­ 
erer and Founder of Christian Science, writes in “Science and Health with Key to the Scriptures” 
(p.477); “ To the five corporeal senses, man appears to be matter and mind united; but Christian 
Science reveals man as the idea of God, and declares the corporeal senses to be mortal and erring 
illusions.’* 
In Science it is recognized that the ultimate cause of all things is God, divine Mind, Life, and 
Love, unerring Truth and invariable Principle, infinite Spirit, good. From this prem ise, it is reason­ 
ed logically that man and the universe are spiritual, infinite, and good, a creation that exactly ex­ 
presses its creator. Honesty, then, means not that we should conform to animal tendencies, but 
that we should measure up to man’s true nature as the expression of God. 
The virtues encouraged by Christian Science are not empty, impractical ideals. Mrs. Eddy 
writes, “ Honesty is spiritual power” (Science and Health, p. 453) If selfhood is conceived of as 
merely animal or as a combination of the animal and some higher essence, the attempt to be true 
to this selfhood leads in the name of honesty to the very opposite of honesty. If one acts like a phys­ 
ical animal, although man is the spiritual expression of God, the results are deceit and hypocrisy. 
All kinds of tension and conflict, and even ill-health follow. 
Consistent honesty is made possible by the recognition that man’s true nature is the individual 
expression of spiritual good and by the resolute decision to be honest to this concept of man. This 
position does not involve one in the effort to follow contradictory paths; it resolves tensions and 
conflicts; often it restores health. It can open new doors to opportunity in one’s home or career, in 
business or in service to the community. It makes one a reliable colleague, useful citizen, and de­ 
sirable neighbor. 
A steadfast holding to the true idea of God and man will progressively actualize our moral and 
spiritual aspirations. Then honesty will become in us the natural expression oí individualized spir­ 
itual power and of what each of us really is— the likeness of God. The Christian Science Monitor

In 
the midst of this sprightly a r­ 
ray stands the altar.

This Is St. Mark's church, a 
new and unprecedented phe­ 
nomenon in the reliclous spec­ 
trum of America. 
It began functioning here last 
weekend, the first officially ap­ 
proved , ecumenical church of 
its kind in the country, jolntpg 
Protestants and Roman Cath­ 
olics in one congregation. 
‘•We're pioneering new direc­ 
tions, with many dimensions of 
importance 
to all Christen­ 
dom,’* said the Rev. David O. 
Shipley, a United Presbyterian 
clergyman 
and 
one of the 
church's 
interdenominational 
team of four ministers. 
Sparked by the modern current 
of Interchurch concourse grow­ 
ing out of the conciliar move­ 
ment and the Second Vatican 
Council, the project began ger­ 
minating in 1966, and now af­ 
ter two years of preparation, 
it went into operation. 
It brings Christian unity out of 
the visionary sphere at upper 
echelon conferences, and en­ 
lists it In a specific, working 
arena of everyday life, on the 
local scene. 
“We hope the breezes fan out 
all over our land and bring to 
every community the kind of 
spirit 
and cooperation that 
has brought us into this ef­ 
fort,” says another of the min­ 
isters, the Rev. William a. 
Hayes, of the United Church of 
Christ (Congregatlonalists). 
With the approval of Kansas 
City’s Bishop Charles H. Helm - 
sing, 
Roman Catholicism Is 
participating in the new church 
along with three other bodies, 
the Episcopal Church, United 
Presbyterian Church and the 
United Church. 
Other 
demonstrations 
may 
eventually become part of it, 
the planners say. 
The newly completed $400,000 
church building, a modernistic 
structure of sand-blasted con­ 
crete and steel, includes ex­ 
tensive facilities for recrea­ 
tion, teaching, drama, library, 
food service and offices, be­ 
sides the semicircular sanc­ 
tuary seating 300. 
Outside, apleasant, railed pla­ 
za, with tables for dining and 
talk, borders three sides of the 
church. In front, besides the 
stairs leading up to it, stands 
a 25-foot cross of heavy, rough 
wood. 
It faces out on rows of crowd­ 
ed high-rise tenements across 
the street, a low-income, mix­ 
ed, heavily Negro area where 
about 15,000 people of many re­ 
ligious backgrounds, or none, 
live within a six-block radius. 
“The basic certainty of St. 
Mark's is that it is an all- 
out effort of the church to look 
for Christ where he is, in a spe­ 
cial and preferred way, namely 
among the poor,” says the Rev. 
Robert Ready, Catholic mem­ 
ber of the team. 
As 
worked out in planning 
stages, the interdenomination­ 
al congregation is to function as 
a unit, except for separate Sun­ 
day worship, a regular Mass 
for Catholics and a Protestant 
service, at different times. 
Otherwise, members are to 
function as one body of Christ­ 
ians, in religious education, 
youth programs, counselling, 
tutoring, nursery care, welfare 
work, bus plck-tv> services, so­ 
cial 
action projects and hand­ 
ling Job and housing place­ 
ment.

Honesty has always been rsted high in many circles. Today young people in particular demand 
that everyone be really himself, avoid putting on an act, avoid being what they call “phony,** This 
attitude has strong support from Christ Jesus, he singled out hypocrisy, the pretense to be other 
than what one is, for severe censure. 
But honesty by itself is not enough; it needs tobe based on self-knowledge. Insistence on hon­ 
esty may produce compassionate and high-principled conduct , but what is often taken for honesty is 
a letting down of moral standards. By a perverse reasoning, based on a wrong notion of man's na­ 
ture, it is sometimes argued that being honest, being oneself, Includes rudeness, unkindness, and 
indulgence of the lower animal tendencies. True honesty requires as its base the correct idea of 
man’s nature. 
John s Gospel records of Christ Jesus that “ he knew what was in man” (John 2:25). The master 
distinguished between the true idea ot man as the spiritual child at his heavenly Father and made in 
the Father's image, and the notion of manas a fleshly, wayward mortal. Paul warned the Christians 
at Ephesus to “put off***the old man,” corrupt and deceitful, and to “put on the new man, which 
after God is created in righteousness and true holiness** (Ephesians 4:22, 24). 
In the present age, although language has now adopted a scientific vocabulary to make its distinc­ 
tions, these two opposite concepts of man still present themselves to human thought. Biology meas- 
sures all things by physical sense data; it describes man as a physical organism, operated by a 
physical brain— a highly developed animal subject to the whole range of animal compulsions. Most 
philosophers, theologians, and doctors admit that man has a nonphysical element, a soul or mind, 
but In varying degrees they regard this element as dependent on physicality for life and intelligence. 
Basic to Christian Science is the distinction between the concept of man as spiritual and the 
concept of man as physical: no possibility of almagam is admitted. Mary Baker Eddy, the Discov­ 
erer and Founder of Christian Science, writes in "Science and Health with Key to the Scriptures'* 
(p.477>, “ To the five corporeal senses, man appears to be matter and mind united; but Christian 
Science reveals man as the idea of God, and declares the corporeal senses to be mortal and erring 
Illusions.” 
In Science it Is recognized that the ultimate cause of all things Is God, divine Mind, Life, and 
Love, unerring Truth and Invariable Principle, infinite Spirit, good. From this premise, it is reason­ 
ed logically that man and the universe are spiritual, lnftnlte, and good, a creation that exactly ex 
presses its creator. Honesty, then, means not that we should conform to animal tendencies, but 
that we should measure up to man s true nature as the expression of God. 
The virtues encouraged by Christian Science are not empty, impractical ideals. Mrs. Eddy 
writes, “ Honesty is spiritual power” (Science and Health, p. 453) If selfhood is conceived of as 
merely animal or as a combination of the animal and some higher essence, the attempt to be true 
to this selfhood leads In the name of honesty to the very opposite of honesty. If one acts like a phys 
leal animal, although man is the spiritual expression of God, the results are deceit and hypocrisy. 
All kinds of tension and conflict, and even ill-health follow. 
Consistent honesty is made possible by the recognition that man’s true nature is the individual 
expression of spiritual good and by the resolute decision to be honest to this concept of man. This 
position does not involve one in the effort to follow contradictory paths; it resolves tensions and 
conflicts; often it restores health. It can open new doors to opportunity In one’s home or career, in 
business or In service to the community. It makes one a reliable colleague, useful citizen, and de­ 
sirable neighbor. 
A steadfast holding to the true Idea of God and man will progressively actualize our moral and 
spiritual aspirations. Then honesty will become In us the natural expression of Individualized spir­ 
itual power and of what each of us really is— the likeness of God.

To Change Electoral College

forts to change the way of elect­ 
ing a president have started in 
Congress in the wake of T ues­ 
day's e l e c t i o n , which barely 
m issed being thrown into the 
House of Representatives for 
the first tim e in 144 years. 
Indiana Sen. B irch Bayh, who 
called a news conference to d is­ 
cuss the m atter today, has p ro ­ 
posed substituting

Emanuel C eller, chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee said 
he will start hearings on p ro ­

C eller called the present sy s­ 
tem outdated and said he is in­ 
clined toward a system under 
which each s t a t e ' s electoral 
vote would be divided among 
the candidates in proportion to 
th eir popular vote. 
The 
outcome of Tuesday’s 
election hung in the balance for 
several hours when it looked as 
if none of the three candidates 
would obtain the 270 electoral 
votes necessary to be elected. 
Republican R ichard M. Nixon 
finally won by very n a r r o w 
m argins the th ree big states of 
Ohio, California 
and Illinois, 
which put him over the 270 elec­ 
to ral vote level although he and 
Democrat Hubert H. Humphrey 
both had 43 p e r cent of the 
p o p u l a r 
vote. 
Independent 
George C. W allace had about 13 
per cent. 
If there had been no electoral 
vote winner, 
then 
the House

Bayh, a D em ocrat, introduced 
a constitutional amendment in 
January 1967 to scrap the e le c ­ 
to ral college and replace it with 
direct popular election of the 
president and vice president.

Southern Democrats 
Will Be Dominant In 
Chairmanships 


WASHINGTON (AP) — South 
ern D em ocrats w ill control the 
chairm anships of the top four 
Senate com m ittees in the next 
Congress, extending their al­ 
ready dominant influence. 
Their over-all control of com­ 
mittee chairm anships in the 
Senate, however, will be the 
same as in the 90th Congress- 
nine of 16. 
In 
the House, Southerners 
control four m ajor com m ittees 
and border state representa­ 
tives will head six others out of 
a total of 21. 
The only House chairm anship 
vacated is that of the Un-Ameri­ 
can A ctivities Committee.

been no serious 
threat of this happening since 
the election of 1824 when John 
Quincy Adams was awarded the 
presidency over Andrew Ja ck ­ 
son, who was the leader in both 
popular and electoral votes. 
During the la st 20 years ex ­ 
tensive congressional hearings 
have been held on the subject, 
but disagreem ent 
over what 


kind of change should be made 
has blocked approval of any 
plan. 
In 1950, the Senate approved 
a 
constitutional 
amendment 
providing 
for 
dividing each 
sta te ’s electoral vote in p ro ­ 
portion to each candidate’s pop­ 
ular 
vote, but the House r e ­ 


jected it. 
President Johnson urged Con­ 
g ress in 1965 and again in 1966 
to abolish presidential elec t­ 
o rs but retain the present sy s­ 
tem of allocating all of a state 's

Vote Still In Doubt

Voters in three states still do 
not know whom they chose for 
president and those of one state 
wonder who will represent them 
in the U. S. Senate.

The National Highway Users Conference reports that 31 
states now have implied consent laws under which a person 
arrested for drunken driving may be deprived of his license if he 
refuses to take a chemical alcohol test. The rationale under­ 
lying such laws is coincidentally emphasized in a pamphlet just 
issued by the Insurance Institute for Highway Safety. 


The focal point of this pamphlet, entitled “ Wiiat You Can Do 
About Drinking and Driving,” is its statement that “ misuse of 
alcohol leads to some 25,000 traffic deaths and over 800,000 
crashes annually.” In short, drinking is a causative factor in a- 
bout half of all the nation’s traffic fatalities. 


In view of this, the need for greater public concern is indispu­ 
table. And the need is for something far better than the generali­ 
zed oh-ing and ah-lng so often heard on the subject. Each driver 
ought to examine his own driving habits and make an honest judg­ 
ment about himself. 


The pamphlet cited above provides some guidelines for such an 
assessment. Right off the bat, it scotches the notion that only the 
“problem drinker” is a threat to traffic safety. “ Problem drink­ 
ers and alcoholics comprise the largest group of offenders,” the 
pamphlet observes, “but all who drive while drinking contribute 
to the problem . . . ” That includes the fellow inclined to exoner­ 
ate himself of blame on grounds that he only takes a few drinks to 
be sociable, and no harm done. 


The fact is, as “What You Can Do About Drinking and Driv­ 
ing” points out, that the average 150-pounder boosts his blood- 
alcohol level to 0.10 per cent if he imbibes five ordinary cock­ 
tails in an hour — and thus Increases his accident risk six or sev­ 
en 
times. Even a much smaller intake may double or triple the 
accident risk. 


The pamphlet tacitly acknowledges that driving before drink­ 
ing is likely to continue, and advises, “Those who find they must 
on occasion mix the two should follow this rule; Drink only the 
equivalent 
of one one and a half-ounce jigger of liquor per hour 
diluted with non-alcoholic liquid, and accompanied by food.” It 
also says, however; “ In the interest of caution, it is better not to 
drive at all after drinking.” 


Anybody inclined to doubt that, or ignore it, has only to refer 
back to the statistical shocker cited earlier; misuse of alcohol 
contributes to about 25,000 traffic deaths each year in this coun­ 
try.

IS THERE any scientific 
truth to the statement that 
asthmatic children immediate­ 
ly improve when they are 
separated from their family? 
The answer to your ques­ 
tion is almost as complicated 
as some of the factors inter­ 
twined in it. It is a well-es­

some psycho­ 
genic basis for 
many cases of 
a s t h m a 
in 
children.

Asthma is a disorder in 
which there is a sudden epi­ 
sode of difficulty of breathing 
and of filling the lungs with 
air because the tubes or bron­ 
chi go into spasm. 
This spasm is the result of 
inhaling some offending sub­ 
stance like pollen, dust, ani­ 
mal dander, or by infection in 
the respiratory tract. Attacks 
of asthma can also be caused 
by eating shell fish, chocolate, 
drugs and almost any food 
that one is sensitive to.

emphasized 
again and again that the most 
important reason for asthma 
is a high degree of sensitivity 
to these irritating, offending 
substances.

there might be other reasons 
for this improvement, name­ 
ly. the separation from the en­ 
vironment and from the emo­ 
tional problems that may have 
existed in it.

The degree of physical ac­ 
tivity. the character of the 
food, the freedom from emo­ 
tional tensions were all stud­ 
ied carefully. The conclusion 
substantiated that which had 
been known before, namely, 
that emotional upsets, rigid 
upbringing and a family life 
filled with hostility undoubt­ 
edly added to the frequency 
and severity of asthmatic at­ 
tacks. It should be added that 
no family should make any 
permanent, decisive move be­ 
fore a thorough test period in 
a new- climate is made to de­ 
termine if the change will be 
beneficial to the sick child,

strike. 


THE BOMBING PAUSE 
When President Johnson an­ 
nounced the bombing pause the 
news 
was variously received, 
and for good reason. It was not 
clear, indped it isn't even now 
absolutely clear, who gave tlie 
signal. Whether the signal was 
given by the North Vietnamese 
or by the Americans, still it 
could not have been given out­ 
side the context of the Amer­ 
ican election. American presi­ 
dential elections are not paro­ 
chial events, especially not in 
countries with which America 
is lor all intents and purposes 
at war. 
Lyndon Johnson was, tn effect, 
the auctioneer, and it may be 
that he chose to interpret a rel­ 
atively inconspicuous little sign 
— the twitch of a North Viet­ 
namese finger at that palace in 
France; or the failure of that 
North Vietnamese to twitch his 
finger the way he usually did, 
as a bid to stop the bombing. 
It is a very old technique, 
pretending to understand the 
enemy to have extended his hand 
in amity when in fact he was 
making an obscene gesture. The 
most 
recent example of this 
technique was President Ken­ 
nedy’s 
acquiescent 
reply to 
Mollifying Letter No. 1 from 
Khrushchev during the missile 
crisis, as though he had never 
laid 
eyes 
on Truculent Let­ 
ter No. 2. 
In any case, the move seems 
to have worked at least to the 
point of starting a little land­ 
slide of action, although it is 
of course entirely possible that 
the election laving taken place, 
the status quo ante will be re­ 
stored. Meanwhile we are asked 
to ponder several points; 
Is 
the 
government of South 
Vietnam entitled to refuse to 
negotiate with the NLF? Yes 
of course it is; and we find 
ourselves indelicately perch­ 
ed. On the one hand we keep 
insisting that the Government 
of South Vietnam ought to take 
more and more responsibility 
for all aspects of the war. On 
the other hand, our liberals are 
outraged every timé the South 
Vietnamese government proves 
tn fact that it has a mind of Its 
own. 
There was a day, within living 
memory, when we were dispos­ 
ed to hang people who decided 
that the wisest course was to 
cooperate with the enemy, as 
we are asking the South Viet­ 
namese to do. (I do not remem­ 
ber a tear shed over the execu­ 
tion of Pierre Laval, or the ex­ 
ile of Marshal Petain.) But the 
recognition of the right of the 
South Vietnamese government 
is one thing. Another is the right 
of the U. S. Government. And 


our rights certainly extend to 
deciding under what terms we 
shall 
continue to assist the 
South Vietnamese. 
In other words, we are entitled, 
with reference to American in­ 
terests, to decide whether the 
South Vietnamese are being un­ 
reasonable. In the event we de­ 
cide that they are, we have, ob­ 
viously, the whip hand. The deli­ 
cate moral question now is; are 
the South Vietnamese being un­ 
reasonable ? 
If we use the present diplo­ 
matic impasse as an excuse, in 
effect, to lay the groundwork 
for the American evacuation of 
South Vietnam in the full knowl­ 
edge that our presence there 
will be replaced by an effective 
Communist dictatorship, then 
we shall have pleased only the 
McCarthy’s of this country who 
are, by the grace of God, a small 
minority. If, on the other hand, 
we permit the South Vietnamese 
to interpose mere symbolic ob­ 
jections in the way of the ex­ 
ploration of peace possibilities, 
we will have hogged down with 
that Bourbon adamancy that kept 
the Count of Chambord from the 
throne of France on the issue 
of 
the 
configuration of the 
French flag. 
Surely the South Vietnamese 
should be pressured to admit the 
NLF to the conference table. 
The time to resist is when the 
NLF demands participation in 
the government. In other words, 
the South Vietnamese are better 
off letting the NLF come to the 
conference, and 
turning down 
such of their proposals as strike 
reasonable men as unreasona­ 
ble. But if the South Vietna­ 
mese persist in refusing even 
to hear those proposals on a 
matter of diplomatic etiquette, 
they will lose the support of 
many reasonable men.

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WASHINGTON — D u r i n g 
every national election, there 
has been a big hue and cry 
about 
revising the 
Corrupt 
Practices Act in order to police 
the huge amounts of money 
raised for each party which put 
candidates in hock to business, 
labor 
and 
lobbyists seeking 
favors from Uncle Sam 
But after each election the 
hue and cry subsides, the de­ 
mand for reform is forgotten. 
Thus, for over a quarter of a 
century, reform has been post­ 
poned. 
Meanwhile, th? last election 
saw all records broken. 
Mr. 
Nixon set a goal at the start 
of his camriaign of $21 million, 
exclusive of the $7 m Ilion lie 
raised to get himself nominated 
at Miami Beach. 
Meanwhile 
also, 
Nixon, 
though claiming to be a cham­ 
pion of law and order, has 
flagrantly violated the law. The 
Corrupt Practices Act speci­ 
fically provides that campaign 
contributions must be filed on 
Oct. 21 and Oct. 2G, with 2 
final report on Oct. 21. Hum­ 
phrey and Wallace complied, 
but Nixon did not. 
Further­ 
more, the Associated Press, 
which is supposed to keep the 
press informad regarding de­ 
velopments, did not bother to 
report 
on 
Nixon’s 
flagrant 
ignoring of the law. Even when 
former Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson 
called 
attention to 
Nixon’s failure, the AP failed 
to report the news. 
Purpose 
of 
the 
Corri^t 
Practices Act is to give the 
voters a chance to scrutinize 
big campaign contributions be­ 
fore election day and see who 
the prospective candidates will 
be obligated to. 
With Nixon 
filing only the day before the 
voting, obviously this became 
impossible. 
CAMOUFLAGED CAMPAIGN 
FUNDS— 
Meanwhile Republican money 
raisers last month resorted to 
all sorts of devious devices to 
cloak expenditures. They pre­ 
pared a list of 20 committees 
by which 
contributors could 
sprinkle their money among 
many different organizations so 
that it would be perfectly legal, 


yet difficult for the researchers 
to trace their gifts. 
Here is the list: 
“ Nixon-Agnew Finance Com­ 
mittee, Nixon-Agnew Campaign 
Committee, Nixon-Agnew Elec­ 
tion Committee, TV for Nixon-

HOW THE MONEY WAS SPENT 
Tlie 
manner 
in which the 
money was spent is also in­ 
teresting. 
The largest block 
of cash in both parties has 
always gone to the TV networks, 
despite the fact that the air­ 
waves are owned by all the 
people and licensed free to the 
networks. 
Part of the money 
went to pay for nationwide 
broadcasts by the top candi­ 
dates, 
more to pay for com­ 
mercial spots sold to individual 
radio and TV stations through­ 
out the nation. 
Nixon employed the expert 
Madison Avenue firm of Fuller, 
Smith and Ross to turn out 
slick one-minute spots, plus 
questions-and-answers offering 
one sentence solutions to com­ 
plex problems. Some of these 


backfired. Tlie Republicans high 
command, for Instance, belated­ 
ly vetoed one com -nercial show­ 
ing a grinning Hubert Humphrey 
immediately after a shot of 
a battlefield scene In Vietnam; 
also with a smiling Humphrey 
immediately after a shot of a 
riot-torn American city. 
Nixon’s campaign handlers 
founci that his meeting with 
groups of “ concerned citizens” 
who asked him penetrating ques­ 
tions was an effective camnatgn 
gimmick. The questions were 
supposed to be spontaneous. But 
one panelist let slip the fact 
that the questions were screen­ 
ed in advance. He started to ask 
Nixon about the spy ship Pueblo, 
then hesitated and asked whet­ 
her this was one of the 
“ re­ 
stricted” questions. 
Tlie re was another case where 
a radio commercial began with 
the statement that “ Bob Nors- 
worthy is a Democrat, but on 
November 5 he is voting for 
Dick Nixon.’* 
An enterprising 
Democrat took the trouble to 
track down Bob Norsworthy at 
his Detroit address and found 
that he wasn’t a Democrat at 
all. Norsworthy had been presi­ 
dent of the Y'oung Democrats 
Club when he was a student at 
Ferris State College, but for 
the past several years he has 
been an active Republican, and 
served as campaign manager 
for Peter O’Rourke, the Repub­ 
lican candidate for Congress in 
Detroit’s 14th district. 
Some Senate candidates, with 
a lot of money dumped into 
their 
opponents* 
campaign 
chests, remembered how they 
had voted two years before on 
the proposal by Sen. Russell 
Long, D-La., to solve the poli­ 
tical money dilemma by letting 
each taxpayer contribute one 
dollar from his income by so 
checking his income tax re­ 
turns. It was estimated that 
this would raise $30 million. 
But the Senate, after a long 
hassle, turned down Long’s por. 
posal. 
It will be interesting to see 
whether the next Congress real­ 
ly does something about the 
ever-escalating cost of elect­ 
ing a new President and new 
members of Congress.

Each driver 
oupht to exam toe his own driving habits and make an honest Judg­ 
ment about himself. 


The pamphlet cited above provides some guidelines for such an 
assessment. Right off the bat, it scotches the notion that only the 
‘•problem drinker” Is a threat to traffic safety. “ Problem drink* 
ers and alcoholics comprise the largest group of offenders,” the 
pamphlet observes, “but all who drive while drinking contribute 
• to the problem . . . ” That Includes the fellow inclined to exoner- 
I ate himself of blame on grounds that he only takes a few drinks to 
! be sociable, and no harm done.

The fact is, as “What You Can Do About Drinking and Drlv- 
' ing’’ points out, that the average 150-powder boosts his blood- 
* alcohol level to 0.10 per cent 11 he imbibes five ordinary cock- 
• tails in an hour — and thus increases his accident risk six or sev- 
* en times. Even a much smaller intake may double or triple the 
I accident risk.

The pamphlet tacitly acknowledges that driving before drink­ 
ing Is likely to continue, and advises, “Those who find they must 
on occasion mix the two should follow this rule; Drink only the 
equivalent of one one and a half-ounce Jigger of liquor per hour 
diluted with non-alcoholic liquid, and accompanied by food.’’ It 
also says, however: “In the Interest of caution, it is better not to 
drive at all after drinking.” 


Anybody inclined to doubt that, or Ignore It, has only to refer 
back to the statistical shocker cited earlier; misuse of alcohol 
contributes to about 25,000 traffic deaths each year in this coun­ 
try.

Asthma And The Psyche 


IS THERE any scientific 
truth to the statement that 
asthmatic children immediate­ 
ly improve when they are 
\ separated from their family? 
The answer to your ques- 
) tion is almost as complicated 
t as some of the factors inter- 
£ twined in it. It is a well-es­ 
tablished fact 
that there is 
some psycho­ 
genic basis for 
many cases of 
a s t h m a 
in 
children. 
The 
word psycho­ 
genic 
means 
“to be born" 
or originate in 
the psyche or 
Dr. Coleman 
in 
the 
emo­ 
tions. 
T h i s 
must 
clearly 
be 
separated 
from the psychosomatic over­ 
tones that occur in all people 
who suffer from this distress­ 
ing condition. 
Asthma is a disorder in 
which there is a sudden epi­ 
sode of difficulty of breathing 
and of filling the lungs with 
air because the tubes or bron­ 
chi go into spasm. 
This spasm is the result of 
inhaling some offending sub- 
' stance like pollen, dust, ani­ 
mal dander, or by infection in 
the respiratory tract. Attacks 
of asthma can also be caused 
I by eating shell fish, chocolate, 
drugs and almost any food 
* that one is sensitive to. 
* 
It m u s t be emphasized 
again and again that the most 
" important reason for asthma 
* is a high degree of sensitivity 
; to these irritating, offending 
* substances. In addition, the 
* psychological factors are al- 
t ways considered. Treatment 
* of the asthmatic patient is a 
tw o-pronged attack . The phy­ 
sical-allergic 
aspect 
of 
the 
problem is never isolated from 
the 
psychological 
treatm ent 
° f it. 
M any 
stu dies 
have 
been 
done on the value o f sending 
asthm atic 
children 
to 
the 
Children's 
A sth m a 
Research 
Institute and H ospital in Den­ 
ver. F or a tim e it w as con­ 
sidered th at only a change of 
I climate, into a higher altitude 
' and removal from the offend­ 
ing grasses and pollens, made 
the children m ore com fortable. 
In many instances, the at­ 
tacks o f asthma diminished in 
frequency and severity. 
It then struck the interest 
of a group of psychological 
asthm a that 


there might be other reasons 
for this improvement, name­ 
ly. the separation from the en­ 
vironment and from the emo­ 
tional problems that may have 
existed in it. 
A very' recent study was re­ 
ported by Dr. Kenneth Pur­ 
cell in Denver. He followed a 
group of 25 children, ranging 
in age from five to thirteen, 
and outlined a very special 
plan that demanded the ex­ 
treme cooperation and under­ 
standing of their parents. For 
two weeks each asthmatic 
child remained at home, his 
own home, w’hile the parents 
and the rest of the family 
moved into a friend’s home or 
into a hotel. Dr. Purcell said. 
“We 
provided a substitute 
mother or father to live with 
the child while he continued 
his normal routine of school 
attendance and play activi­ 
ties." For these two weeks 
there was absolutely no con­ 
tact between the parents and 
their children. This routine 
had 
great advantages. 
Dr. 
Purcell felt, in not dislocating 
the child from his own home. 
There was a dramatic im­ 
provement in more than 50'» 
of the asthmatic children dur­ 
ing the time of separation. 
The degree of physical ac­ 
tivity. the character of the 
food, the freedom from emo­ 
tional tensions were all stud­ 
ied carefully. The conclusion 
substantiated that which had 
been known before, namely, 
that emotional upsets, rigid 
upbringing and a family life 
filled with hostility undoubt­ 
edly added to the frequency 
and severity of asthmatic at­ 
tacks. It should be added that 
no family should make any 
permanent, decisive move be­ 
fore a thorough test periró in 
a new climate is made to de­ 
termine if the change will be 
beneficial to the sick child.

Five years ago — Five band­ 
its hijacked a truck containing 
$1 million worth of gold and 
jewelry on a New York City 
Street. 
One year ago — The Chrysler 
Corp. and the United Automo­ 
bile Workers Union reached 
tentative agreement on a new 
work 
c o n t r a c t , avoiding a 
strike. 


THE BOMBING PAUSE 
When President Johnson an­ 
nounced the bombing pause (he 
news 
was variously received, 
and for good reason, it was not 
clear, indeed it isn't even now 
absolutely clear, who gave (tie 
signal. Whether the signal was 
given by the North Vietnamese 
or by the Americans, still it 
could not have been given out - 
side the context of the Amer­ 
ican election. American presi­ 
dential elections are not paro­ 
chial events, especially not In 
countries with which America 
is for all intents and purposes 
at war. 
Lyndon Johnson was, in effect, 
the auctioneer, and it may be 
that he chose to interpret a rel - 
atively inconspicuous little sign 
— the twitch of a North Viet­ 
namese finger at that palace in 
France; or the failure of that 
North Vietnamese to twitch his 
finger the way tie usually did, 
as a bid to stop the bombing. 
It is a very old technique, 
pretending to understand the 
enemy to have extended his hand 
in amity when in fact he was 
making an obscene gesture. The 
most 
recent example of this 
technique was President Ken­ 
nedy’s 
acquiescent reply to 
Mollifying Letter No. 1 from 
Khrushchev during the missile 
crisis, as though he had never 
laid eyes on Truculent Let­ 
ter No. 2. 
In any case, the move seems 
to have worked at least to the 
point of starting a little land­ 
slide of action, although it is 
of course entirely possible that 
the election having taken place, 
the status quo ante will be re­ 
stored. Meanwhile we are asked 
to ponder several points; 
Is the government of South 
Vietnam entitled to refuse to 
negotiate with the NLF? Yes 
of course it is; and we find 
ourselves indelicately perch­ 
ed. On the one hand we keep 
insisting that the Government 
of South Vietnam ought to take 
more and more responsibility 
for all aspects of the war. On 
the other hand, our liberals are 
outraged every timé the South 
Vietnamese government proves 
in fact that it has a mind of its 
own. 
There was a day, within living 
memory, when we were dispos­ 
ed to hang people who decided 
that the wisest course was to 
cooperate with the enemy, as 
we are asking the South Viet­ 
namese to do. (I do not remem­ 
ber a tear shed over the execu­ 
tion of Pierre Laval, or the ex­ 
ile of Marshal Petain.) But the 
recognition of the right of the 
South Vietnamese government 
is one thing. Another is the right 
of the U. S. Government. And 


our rights certainly extend to 
deciding under what terms we 
shall continue to assist the 
South Vietnamese. 
In other words, we are entitled, 
with reference to American in­ 
terests, to decide whettier the 
South Vietnamese are being un­ 
reasonable. In the event we de­ 
cide that they are, we have, ob­ 
viously, the whip hand. The deli­ 
cate moral question now is; are 
the South Vietnamese being un­ 
reasonable ? 
If we use the present diplo­ 
matic Impasse as an excuse, in 
effect, to lay the groundwork 
for the American evacuation of 
S out it Vietnam in the full knowl­ 
edge that our presence there 
will be replaced by an effective 
Communist dictatorship, then 
we shall have pleased only the 
McCarthy 's of this country who 
are, by the grace of God, a small 
minority. If, on the other hand, 
we permit the South Vietnamese 
to interpose mere symbolic ob­ 
jections in the way of the ex­ 
ploration of peace possibilities, 
we will have bogged down with 
that Bourbon adamancy that kept 
the Count of Chambord from the 
throne of France on the issue 
of 
the 
configuration of the 
French flag. 
Surely the South Vietnamese 
should be pressured to admit the 
NLF to the conference table. 
The time to resist is when the 
NLF demands participation in 
the government. In other words, 
the South Vietnamese are better 
off letting the NLF come to the 
conference, and turning down 
such of their proposals as strike 
reasonable men as unreasona­ 
ble. But if the South Vietna­ 
mese persist in refusing even 
to hear those proposals on a 
matter of diplomatic etiquette, 
they will lose the support of 
many reasonable men.

BERLIN (AP) - A 29-year - 
old woman who has badgered 
West German Chancellor Kurt 
George Kiesinger for several 
years was sentenced Thursday 
night to a year in jail for clout­ 
ing him in the eye. 
Mrs. Beate Klarsfeld, a Ger­ 
man-born French citizen who 
has a 3-year-old son, said she 
would appeal the sentence. She 
was released from custody. 
"I did it because Kiesinger is 
a Nazi and because of the mil­ 
lions of Jews gassed in Ausch­ 
witz by the Nazis, and because 
only a scandal can draw the at­ 
tention of the world to this 
fact," she told a news confer­ 
ence.

South Vietnamese commands 
reported only light action a- 
cross the country. 
U.S. headquarters reported 
UJS. Marine patrol base south of 
the demilitarized zone was the 
target of a rocket b a r r a g e 
Thursday, and Marines on pa­ 
trol about a mile away were 
also hit. Marine casualties were 
light, with no fatalities, the 
command said. 
A spotter plane located the 
rocket launchers inside South 
Vietnam, a mile south of the 
DM2J and Marine counterfire 
resulted in six secondary explo­ 
sions, Indicating hits on ammu­ 
nition the Marines said. 


The location of the launching 
site was s i g n i f i c a n t . While 
North Vietnam has said the 
bombing halt was unconditional, 
UJS. soources in Saigon say it is 
their understanding that the 
North Vietnamese would stop 
military activity in the DMZ as 
one form of reciprocity. 
Two other shellings were re­ 
ported. 
One target was Camp Eagle, 
headquarters of the UjS 101st 
Airborne Division two miles 
south of Hue. No casualties 
were reported. 


Vietnamese spokesmen said 
three mortar rounds hit a police 
station in Loc Ninh, a district 
headquarters 72 miles north of 
Saigon. One civilian was wound­ 
ed. 
The South Vietnamese govern­ 
ment denounced the shelling 
Sunday of My Tho, the chief city 
in the Mekong Delta, after the 
UJS.

Cranston Says Main

SAN FRANCISCO (A P )-S en ­ 
ator-elect Alan Cranston says 
his main objective in Washing­ 
ton will be to help secure peace 
in Vietnam. 
Elected Tuesday after a spirit­ 
ed contest with Republican Max 
Rafferty, the 
Democrat said 
Thursday he doesn’t plan to op­ 
pose Richard M. Nixon ad­ 
ministration policies "simply 
on a political basis.”

BERLIN (AP) - A 29-year- 
old woman who has badgered 
West German Chancellor Kurt 
George Kiesinger for several 
years was sentenced Thursday 
night to a year in jail tor clout­ 
ing him in the eye. 
Mrs. Beate Klarsfeld, a Ger­ 
man-born French citizen who 
has a 3-year-old son, said she 
would appeal the sentence. She 
was released from custody. 
“ I did it because Kiesinger is 
a Nazi and because of the mil­ 
lions of Jews gassed in Ausch­ 
witz by the Nazis, and because 
only a scandal can draw the at­ 
tention of the world to this 
fact,” she told a news confer­ 
ence. 


MORE ABOUT 
Bombers 
South Vietnamese commands 
reported only light action a- 
cross the country. 
U.S. headquarters reported 
U.S. Marine patrol base south of 
the demilitarized zone was the 
target of a rocket b a r r a g e 
Thursday, and Marines on pa­ 
trol about a mile away were 
also hit. Marine casualties were 
light, with no fatalities, tlie 
command said. 
A spotter plane located the 
rocket launchers inside South 
Vietnam, a mile south of the 
DM3 and Marine counterfire 
resulted in six secondary explo­ 
sions, indicating hits on ammu­ 
nition the Marines said. 


Officials To Study 
South Vietnam Offer 


The location of the launching 
site was s i g n i f i c a n t . While 
North Vietnam has said the 
bombing halt was unconditional, 
U.S. soources in Saigon say it is 
their understanding that the 
North Vietnamese would stop 
military activity in the DMZ as 
one form of reciprocity. 
Two other shellings were re­ 
ported. 
One target was Camp Eagle, 
headquarters of the U.S 101st 
Airborne Division two miles 
south of Hue. No casualties 
were reported. 


Vietnamese spokesmen said 
toree mortar rounds hit a police 
station in Loc Ninh, a district 
headquarters 72 miles north of 
Saigon. One civilian was wound­ 
ed. 
The South Vietnamese govern­ 
ment denounced the shelling 
Sunday of My Tho, the chief city 
in the Mekong Delta, after the 
UJS. Command had halted the 
bombing of toe North. Five sol­ 
diers were killed and 36 other 
persons were wounded, includ­ 
ing 23 civilians, 
to a letter of protest to the 
International Control Commis­ 
sions, the South Vietnamese 
government said toe 38-round 
mortar attack proved North 
Vietnamese authorities “ did not 
show any good will for U.S. 
de-escalation of the war, but on 
the contrary continued to mur­ 
der innocent civilians, thus vio­ 
lating toe Geneva Agree mentón 
Vietnam.”

careful study today of South 
Vietnam’s proposal totakeover 
from the United States the lead­ 
ing role in the Paris peace talks 
with North Vietnam. 
Diplomatic 
officials

President Nguyen Thieu’s pos­ 
ition increases the urgency of a 
m e e t i n g between Pres ident 
Johnson 
and President-elect 
Richard M. Nixon and adminis­ 
tration authorities are expect­ 
ed to consult quickly with Nixon 
or his representatives. 
There is widespread belief 
in the U. S. government that 
Thieu hardened his position on 
negotiating with the enemy—in­ 
cluding his boycott of the Paris 
talk— because he expects more 
support from Nixon than he felt 
he had received from Johnson. 
According to U. S. officials 
Thieu originally 
agreed South 
Vietnam would participate in the 
Paris talks on the U. S. side of 
the table and the South Viet­ 
namese 
National Liberation 
Front would join North Vietnam 
on its side. 
But 
U. S. informants 
said 
Thieu ran into strong opposi­ 
tion among his own supporters 
and officials after Johnson got 
word from Hanoi Oct. 27-28 
that North Vietnam would accept 
the “two sides” formula. 
Thieu backed out of the “ two 
sides” agreement Oct. 29, U.S. 
officials reported later. 
Authorities 
here believe he 
acted not only because of the 
opposition of many of his own 
officials but also because they 
believe Nixon would take a much 
firmer stand than they thought 
Johnson was taking on this is­ 
sue. 
Their objective has been to es­ 


tablish a strong position for 
their government and to com­ 
pel North Vietnam to downgrade 
the National Liberation Front, 
the Viet Cong's political arm. 
Thieu*s warmth toward Nixon 
was displayed Thursday in a 
congratulatory 
message 
in 
which he foresaw close rela­ 
tions 
between South Vietnam 
and the United States under 
Nixon’s administration, and in­ 
vited Nixon to visit South Viet­ 
nam. 
Nixon and Johnson are expect­ 
ed to meet soon— possibly even 
in a few days. Meanwhile rep­ 
resentatives of the president­ 
elect have already began to 
work with Johnson officials to 
prepare for the transfer of pow­ 
er in January. 
But diplomatic officials said 
the Vietnamese issue is so ur­ 
gent— and the opportunity for 
Thieu to try to exploit his be­ 
lief 
in differences between 
Johnson and Nixon so great— 
the over-aU U.S.positionwould 
be much stronger if it is based 
on agreed objectives of the out­ 
going and incoming presidents. 
Some authorities here believe 
this discussion could lead to an 
end of the South Vietnamese 
boycott of the Paris talks. 


Cranston Says Main 
Objective Will Be 
Peace In Vietnam 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)— Sen­ 
ator-elect Alan Cranston says 
his main objective in Washing­ 
ton wiU be to help secure peace 
in Vietnam. 
Elected Tuesday after a spirit­ 
ed contest with Republican Max 
Rafferty, the 
Democrat said 
Thursday he doesn't plan to op­ 
pose Richard M. Nixon ad­ 
ministration policies “ simply 
on a political basis.” 
Another 
Democratic leader, 
San Francisco Mayor Joseph L. 
Alioto, joined Cranston at the 
news conference and discussed 
his own goals. 
“ I’m keeping the option to 
run for governor and it would 
make nodifference who would be 
in the field,” he said. 
Cranston said he received sub­ 
stantial Republican support in 
his campaign against conserva­ 
tive leader Rafferty. 
His victory should serve no­ 
tice on the GOP of “the power 
of the moderates in Republican 
ranks," he said. 


MORE ABOUT 
Vietnam 
lead the other delegation. Ha­ 
noi, he said, could have mem­ 
bers from whatever groups it 
desired. 
Thieu denied with some heat­ 
ed reports from Washington that 
he had at 0.19 time agreed to 
four.pirty talks in Paris. He 
told newsmen he never dis­ 
cussed such talks with U.S. Am­ 
bassador EUsworth Bunker in 
any of their 14 meetings that 
preceded Johnson's halt in the 
bombing. 
But later the presi­ 
dent's official translator said 
Thieu did not mean the possibil­ 
ity of four-party talks had not 
come up in his private talks 
with Bunker. 
Recalling his response to 
Johnson's speech last Thurs­ 
day, Thieu said Hanoi still m ist 
guarantee to enter into sincere, 
direct talks with the Saigon gov­ 
ernment. He said the full-scale 
talks could not be considered a 
continuation oí the preliminary 
negotiations in Paris between 
the United States an1 North 
Vietnam. 
Thieu said Hanoi's response 
, to the bombing halt had proved to 
be escalation instead of de- 
escalation. He said the Com- 
m _iists 
“ have 
stepped up 
attacxs on towns and cities. Be­ 
tween Nov. 1st and 7th there 
were 33 attacks by rockets 
and mortars, 
11 acts oí sab­ 
otage, eight cases oí terror 
and two oí arson,” 
He 
said that while Hanoi 
claimed that Johnson's bombing 
halt was unconditional, Hanoi 
had ordered its troops and ca­ 
dres to attack until complete 
victory was won.

Humboldt Announce Exhibition 
Of Tennis At Shasta 


Last week Battle Creek opened with the usual mob. Cars 
were parked in the roadway, off the roadway or anywhere there 
was a oare spot to park. People all over the place. Surprisingly 
enough there were hundreds of limits (3 fish- 3 steelhead) taken. 
Most of the fish were running small this year with five to six 
pounders being top fish. We saw lots of Red Bluff anglers about 
carrying stringers of the usual dark colored steelhead found in 
Battle Creek this time of year. 
For the first few days it was good as any little effort at all 
would produce a strike from unwary fish. But as the days roll on, 
the fish become wise to what’s going on. Then it becomes a case 
for strategy and very close attention to the presentation and where 
it is presented. 
One of the difficulties in Battle Creek lies in the fact that the 
water flow is so much different than the river that snags are more 
frequent and fishermen are loosing more gear and not feeling the 
strikes. The use of lighter weights is needed. But in contrast to 
the lighter weights, it is recommended that one use a little bit 
heavier line and the same or, lighter leaders used in the river. 
Techniques are bascially the same in Battle Creek as is on the riv­ 
er with the exceptions mentioned above and maybe a few slippery 
rocks here and there. The weather conditions have a great deal 
of influence on fishing conditions in Battle Creek, also. 


AN INDUSTRIAL CONCERN FOR CLEAR WATER 
Some years ago K e n n e th L. Reid, who was executive Director of 
the Izaak Walton League, said speaking of water quality, “ If a 
brook trout can live in it, man can probably drink it.” Although 
his statement is not literally true, it is a fact that water in which 
a brook trout can live happily is at the very least suitable for 
swimming and other aquatic sports. 
Now along comes the Eastman Kodak Company, which proposes 
to spend $6,600,000 for a secondary treatment plant so that it can 
do its part in achieving the “ B” classification set for New York’s 
Genesee River. Kodak scientists have come up with what they re ­ 
gard as the ideal way to further purify their wastes which for 
years have been given primary treatment. Coupled to the old plant 
the new one will handle the 36 million gallons of waste a day ex­ 
pected in 1990. 
A 10,000 gallon a day pilot plant has been operating for four 
years. In a tank through which effluent from the pilot plant flows 
swims a rainbow trout named Terry, symbolizing the company’s 
keen interest in cleaner water. The trout seems to live happily 
in purified waste water from Eastman’s pilot treatment plant. 
Hats off to Eastman Kodak for making the point that trout are a 
sort of litmus paper by which one can Judge water quality. This is 
a way.

Last week Battle Creek opened with the usual mob. Cars 
were parked in the roadway, off the roadway or anywhere there 
was a oare spot to park. Reople all over the place. Surprisingly 
enough there were hundreds of limits (3 fish- 3 steelhead) taken. 
Most of the fish were running small this year with five to six 
pounders being top fish. We saw lots of Red Bluff anglers about 
carrying stringers of the usual dark colored steelhead found In 
Battle Creek this time of year. 
For the first few days it was good as any little effort at all 
would produce a strike from unwary fish. But as the days roll on, 
the fish become wise to what’s going on. Then It becomes a case 
for strategy and very close attention to the presentation and where 
it is presented. 
One of the difficulties in Battle Creek lies in the fact that the 
water flow Is so much different than the river that snags are more 
frequent and fishermen are loosing more gear and not feeling the 
strikes. The use of lighter weights Is needed. But in contrast to 
the lighter weights, it Is recommended that one use a little bit 
heavier line and the same or, lighter leaders used in the river. 
Techniques are bascially the same In Battle Creek as is on the riv ­ 
er with the exceptions mentioned above and maybe a few slippery 
rocks here and there. The weather conditions have a great deal 
of Influence on fishing conditions in Battle Creek, also. 


AN INDUSTRIAL CONCERN FOR CLEAR WATER 
Some years ago Kenneth L. Reid, who was executive Director of 
the Izaak Walton League, said speaking of w ater quality, “ If a 
brook trout can live In It, man can probably d r Ink It.” Although 
his statement Is not literally true, It Is a fact that water In which 
a brook trout can live happily is at the very least suitable for 
swimming and other aquatic sports. 
Now along comes the Eastman Kodak Company, which proposes 
to spend $6,600,000 for a secondary treatment plant so that it can 
do its part in achieving the “ B” classification set for New York’s 
Genesee River. Kodak scientists have come up with what they re ­ 
gard as the ideal way to further purify their wastes which for 
years have been given primary treatm ent. Coupled to the old plant 
the new one will handle the 36 million gallons of waste a day ex­ 
pected In 1990. 
A 10,000 gallon a day pilot plant has been operating for four 
years. In a tank through which effluent from the pilot plant flows 
swims a rainbow trout named T erry, symbolizing the company’s 
keen interest in cleaner water. The trout seem s to live happily 
in purified waste water from Eastman’s pilot treatment plant. 
Hats off to Eastman Kodak for making the point that trout are a 
sort of litmus paper by which one can Judge w ater quality. This Is 
a way.

WASHINGTON (AP) - R ic h ­ 
ard M. Nixon and Spiro T. A g ­ 
new are beneficiaries of more 
advance planning for the tran s­ 
fer of government tlianever be­ 
fore in United States history. 
They will be the first to avail 
themselves of a $750,000 tran ­ 
sitional expense account p ro ­ 


vided by Congress in 1964 which 
President Johnson as the in­ 
cumbent didn’t need. 
And 
Johnson 
himself acted 
months ago to smooth the way 
by appointing a liaison man to 
plan with representatives of toe 
three major candidates for toe 
76 days of decision that would 
face the new presidential team. 


Every departm ent and agency 
is handing over transition brief­ 
ing papers to spell out adminis­ 
trative 
and budget problems 
and catalogue important jobs 
the president-elect will have to 
fill. 
The Incoming president and 
vice president get $375,000 each 
to pay for office staffs, consult­ 


ants, travel expenses, postage, 
printing, telephones and com­ 
munications. 
President Johnson and Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
get $75,000 each to ease them 
through the first six months of 
toelr transition to private life. 
Fifty rooms In two executive 
office buildings near the White 


house have been furnished and 
fully equipped for the staffs of 
toe new presidential team. How­ 
ever, Nixon said he would con­ 
tinue to work out of his New 
York offices. 
In toe days between now and 
Inauguration, one of toe biggest 
tasks facing toe president-elect 
is finding new people to fill hun­ 


dreds of important posts. He 
also must acquaint himself with 
pressing diplomatic and budget­ 
ary problems and start work on 
his own important State of the 
Union m essages. 
Aides say the Vietnam war
